The  gathering,  arranged  as  one 
step  in  better  acquainting  St.

Festivi¬ 
ties  included  a  Solemn  High  Mass 
of  thanksgiving  in  the  hospital 
chapel,  with  Fathers  Cletus  Dirk- 
sen,  ’26,  Charles  Herber,  ’24, 
Joseph  Otte,  ’32,  and  Fr.  Sheer¬ 
an  filling  the  offices  of  celebrant, 
deacon,  subdeacon  and  master  of 
ceremonies,  respectively. 

In  the  middle  ’20’s,  Joseph 
Minch  came  to  St.  Joseph’s  with 
employment  in  the  college  power¬ 
house,  where  he  had  ample  op¬ 
portunity  to  apply  his  talents  and 
knowledge  of  electricity  and 
plumbing. 

Not  satisfied,  however,  to  be 
on  the  material  payroll  of  the 
college,  Joseph  expressed  his  de¬ 
sire  to  be  on  the  spiritual  payroll 
of  the  Community;  he  aspired  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Society 
under  whose  auspices  the  college 
operates.  After  due  probation,  he 
made  his  Religious  Profession  and 
thus  became  Brother  Joseph 
Minch,  C.PP.S.,  on  Dec.  8,  Feast 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception, 
1928. 

After  his  Religious  Profession, 
Br.  Joseph’s  employment  remain¬ 
ed  the  same  as  before,  with  the 
notable  exception  that  it  now 
was  entirely  and  directly  super- 
naturalized.  As  a  skilled  electri¬ 
cian  Br.  Joseph’s  25  years  of  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  college  can  hardly 
be  estimated  in  dollars  and  cents. 
Only  the  records  in  Heaven  can 
reveal  the  value  of  the  25  years 
of  prayerful  service. 

Since  Oct.  11,  Brother  Joseph, 
due  to  a  painful  leg-injury,  has 
been  a  patient  in  St.  Bernard 
Hospital.  While  we  felicitate  him 
on  his  Silver  Jubilee,  we  also 
breathe  a  prayer  for  his  speedy 
and  complete  recovery  and  his 
return  to  our  midst.  Brother

Halleck,  himself  a  native  of  Rens¬ 
selaer,  outlined  the  tremendous 
advantages  to  Jasper  County  in 
having  a  college  of  St.  Joseph’s 
caliber  located  here.  Mr.  Halleck 
emphasized  the  importance  of 
independent  colleges’  remaining  in¬ 
dependent.  The  American  way  of 
life,  he  said,  will  never  be  for¬ 
gotten  in  such  colleges  as  St.

Dr.  Sparks,  too,  stressed  the 
importance  of  the  independent 
college  and  outlined  the  reasons 
why  such  schools  all  over  the 
country  are  having  increasing 
difficulty  in  making  financial  ends 
meet.  A  pioneer  in  obtaining  the 
help  of  industrial  organizations 
for  this  purpose.  Dr.  Sparks  is 
known  throughout  the  United 
States  for  his  work. 

Father  Gross,  whose  talk 
brought  the  banquet  to  a  close, 
traced  the  history  of  the  college 
and  explained  the  vital  work  of 
St.  Joseph’s  in  training  good, 
Christian  leaders  for  tomorrow. 
The  further  expansion  of  St. 
Joseph’s  is  necessary,  he  made 
clear,  if  this  work  is  to  keep 
pace  with  the  expanding  need. 

The  Rev.  John  M.  Lefko,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  St.  Joseph’s  College 
Foundation,  acted  as  master-of- 
ceremonies. 

A  short  but  lively  program  of 
songs  was  furnished  by  the  St.

ation  to  a  group  of  47  candidates 
in  the  post  Chapel  of  the  wide- 
spreading  Wright-Patterson  Air 
Base. 

In  a  brief  talk  at  the  dinner 
afterwards,  at  which  the  friendly 
chaplains  at  the  base  hosted  the 
many  clergy  assisting  at  these 
brief  but  beautiful  ceremonies  of 
Confirmation,  the  congenial  and 
very  approachable  bishop  fell  to 
reminiscing,  as  he  aptly  said  old 
men  are  wont  to  do..  From  these 
reminiscences  there  could  be  glean¬ 
ed  such  interesting  items  as  the 
fact  that  he  is  a  native  Hoosier 
and  still  anxious  to  be  known  as 
that;  that  the  Fathers  of  the 
Precious  Blood  had  contributed 
greatly  to  his  upbringing  in  his 
early  and  impressionable  years 
at  Rensselaer;  that  he  was  in¬ 
formed  at  eleven  o’clock  at  night 
that  the  Apostolic  Delegate  had 
special  plans  in  mind  for  him  for 
the  military  ordinate  from  the 
office  of  Cardinal  Spellman. 

Among  the  priests  in  attendance
